LIKE A JOHNSTOWN FLOOD. 


Imrueure Reservoir of Witter Gives Way 


at Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., Jan! 18.—A dam re- 


taining water in a natural reservoir 
gave way at 2 o'clock this .morning. 


The body of water retained was a 


mile long, in places twenty to thirty 
feet deep, and from 300 to 1,000 feet 
wide. 
- 


The works of the Standard Oil com- 


pany and other big firms lie in .the 
path of the water, and the property, 
loss will be large. 


Few families live on the flats and 


. they . were warned to leave, so great 
loss of life is, not likely.. 


The dam was located under the Wil- 


son avenue bridge in this city. 
The 


break in the dam allowed torrents of 
water to pour down on the flats <»e- 
low-it, and the entire collapse of'the 
structure is expected at any moment. 
Should the entire dam give way, a 
good^sized portion of Cleveland will 
be swept down into the Cuyahoga river 
and into Lake Erie.- 


Below the dam are located the big 


plant of the-Standard Oil company, the 
Cleveland 
paper, mills, 
the 
Flick 


slaughter-houses, and other manufac- 
turing plants are scattered along the 
winding gully 
through 
which 
the 


water must pass. 


The property loss, 
already ..large, 


must reach'hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, perhaps millions—it is impos- 
sible to tell now how much—in case 
the balance of the dam gives way, as 
seems inevitable. .'.. 


The territory 
below the 
dam -is 


sparsely populated, being given 
up 


mostly to manufacturing purposes. 


The police and 
fire 
departments 


were called the moment the water be- 
gan seeping through the dam, and all 
residents below the dam were ordered 
to fly for their lives, which they did, 
and it is believed that all- or nearly all 
got away in safety. 
: The territory below the dam is al- 
ready deeply covered with water, the 
tanks of the Standard Oil company 
.being surrounded. 


Should these tanks be overturned or 


broken, a flood of oil will sweep down 
the valley of the Cuyahoga, and if it 
conies in contact with-fire .will cause 
untold damage. '

'Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 18.—The 
joint 


convention of the operators 'and min- 
ers.meets this afternoon in Carnegie 
hall, Allegheny, for business, . . 


The* delegates of the operators and 


miners met Tuesday/in preliminary 
session. President Ratchford of the 
Miners' organization called.the meet- 
Ing-to order, and after a few remarks 
by.: him,'Alexander Demster, one-of 
the Pennsylvania operators, was elect- 
ed president and W. G: Pearce of the 
miners secretary., After, the appoint- 
ment of the various committees- the 
convention adjourned. 


• The first brush between' the; opera- 
tors and miners was won by the for- 
mer in the committee on rules and or- 
der of business. There was an even 
break on:everything until the .miners 
•were .induced to-vote for a rule which 
requires-the vote, of every state;from 
both'sides before any resolution . can 
be;,adopted. The miners, opposed the 
unit rule, which Vas in force in the 
Chicago convention, and it is not be- 
lieved that they saw in the rule which 
they finally adopted the essence of the 
unit rule. 


There nave been caucuses of both 


the operators and miners, and 
both 


sides have'indicated a determination 
to fight for what they 'call "principle." 
•The,miners insist that there shall be 
an increase in wages; that there shall 
be a .universal eight-hour day, and 
that the run-of-mine system shall be 
adopted in all the competitive fields. 
Illinois-and Indiana are ready to fight 
for.this, but there is some question 
about the other states. Every possi- 
ble effort is .now being made to divide 
the'miners,, but it is said that they 
nave been "lined up," .and that even 
those who have disagreed on technical 
points will stand together on the ques- 
.tiori:of. making .a hew,scale. . 


A well-known operator gave.it as his 


opinion, that the majority, of the op- 
erators -would be 'willing to indorse 
the scale made in Chicago a year ago 
and continue ;work under it. He said, 
however, he did not believe that' the 
eastern operators would .grant an-ad- 
vance in wages, no matter what posi- 
tion 'the operators from Illinois took. 
He said West Virginia coal was cut- 
ting into all the markets and that the 
coal from that state was being mined 
at rates that were proving- ruinous to 
operators.from other states. .
